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INTERMODULATIONS 


I think of this print work as part of a larger project of electronic time actions and events, metaphors and metonymy, 
accumulations and history functioning in a post historical age. Memories and Memory. There is the beautiful white 
noise and the varying oscillator intermodulations grabbed and stored in early digital memory and then newly printed, 
rescanned and reprinted. These recordings and markings point to larger image banks and digital ruins. They are clues to 
medium specific systems and the systematic behaviors of the historical and contemporary electronic real. These prints 
are meant to provide a space for reflection, concentration and focus on contemporary bodies and information. The result 
has been an uncovering of materials and structures of emerging meanings and syntactic weight, more layers of hetro- 
glossia and the other.

He is a member of the “Carrier Band” with Pauline Olive- 
ros, Andrew Deutsch and Stephen Vitiello. Peer Bode produces his work at the Experimental Television Center, the 
Institute for Electronic Arts, PEPSK Studios, and the Central Academy of Fine Art in Beijing China.
